The victories of Greb and Wills Were 
forecast, but the defeat of Slattery 
was perMaps the biggest upset in mod- 
ern pugilistic annals.

While thé gang was filing out of 
the arena after the windup they were 
still wondering how Shade turned the 
trick. They scarcely believed then that 
Slattery received the dose he has ad- 
ministered to so many others.

OF VACCINATION 


Sickness that almost invariably ac- 
companies vaccination may be elimi- 
nated through the researches of Dr. 
Edwin F.. Hirsch and Dr. Arthur Locke 
in the laboratory of St. Luke’s hos- 
pital, who yesterday announced the 
isolation of an immunity substance of 
a high degree of purity. 

Dr. Lécke explained that the serums 
now used contain harmful substances 
that are not necessary as preventives 
and which cause the characteristic vac- 
cination illness. : 

“From the immediately practical 
side,” Dr. Locke said, “the use of the 
anti-serums purified from nonspecific 
proteins reduces the danger of serum 
sickness.”” He and Dr, Hirseh are de- 
veloping methods by which the immu- 
nity substance in the common serums, 
diphtheria and smallpex, may be iso- 
lated.

This was reported when the Colum- 
bus docked here today bringing a re- 
cently invented wireless telephone de- 
vice. A conversation at sea, words 
going each way, is new in the science 
of sound transmission. L 

Several passengers on the Columbus 
talked with persons on land and on 
other ships. 


Results Very Satisfactory. 

Chief wireless operator of the Co 
lumbus, Carl Gerstung, said in his use 
of the new invention to talk to other 
ships the results in most cases were 
very satisfactory. The new system is 
controlled by the Telefunken company 
of Germany. 

The apparatus is a duplex receiving 
and sending set, according to Mr. Ger- 
stung. It operates on a wave length 
of 1,800 or 1,400 meters. Experiments 
with the device have been under way 
for more than two years. 

The new system makes wireless tele- 
phone conversation possible by over- 
coming the interference between the 
receiving and sending antennae, which 
heretofore has prevented the simul- 
taneous operation of the receiving and 
sending apparatus. 

Tried First by U. S. Ships. 
“Other. liners on which the device 
has been installed are the Muenchen, 
Stuttgart, and Albert Ballin. 

Three years ago tests of a similar 
character were made on United States 
line ships. They were limited, how- 
ever, to one way conversations.

BERLIN, Jaly 2.-(4)—The possibil- 
ity of wireless telephone operations 
from ships at sea to shore stations has 
been demonstrated by experiments 
conducted from the steamship Colum- 
bus of the North German Lioyd dur- 
ing her recent voyage from Bremen 
to New York. 

A wireless telephone station on the 
Columbus communicated during the 
voyage with the station of the Teéle- 
funken company at Norddeich, near 
the North gea.

Suburbs A wait Chicago’ s

The proposed $11,000,000 suburban 
water system for twenty-one com- 
munities probably will await the de 
cision of the city council on Chi- 
cago’s new water ordinance. 

By that delay the villages, towns 
and cities will obtain an opportunity 
to compare the rates, service and qual- 
ity of water offered by Chicago to cer- 
tain communities with those promised 
under the proposed plan. f 

The question of rates appears to

With that 
question disposed of satisfactorily, the 
promoters of the project anticipate 
favoratie consideration of-.their plan. 


Claims Three Advantages.

| SIGNAL? 


Under our crude system of traffic handling the 
pedestrian. is frequently caught in the middle of 
the street when the whistle blows, ‘This Is not his 
fault. It is the policeman’ s fault. The latter can- 
not wait for the pedestrian to,get to the curb be- 
cause there is always a pedestrian, or rather sev- 
eral, crossing. So the pedestrian, when the whistle 
blows, has to take his chances with the traffic. 
Drivers of cars are sometimes fairly considerate of 


his safety, but they take the whistle as permission 


right of way. That.is natural, but it is not fair to 
the pedestrian, who:should have the right of way 
from the spot where he is when the whistle blows 
tathe curb. But,the pedestrian cannot rely upon 
his right, and so he makes a flying leap for safety.

Slickers, mib- 
ber coats, wading boots, rubbers of all 
kinds, patent leather shoes—all are hot 
because the holes in the fabric are 
plugged. 
Once in the tropics I saw some. people 
wearing clothes made out of sacks.

The weave being equally loose, the 
lighter the weight of the fabric, the 
cooler it is. Cotton is coolest in, hot 
weather because it lets the air through 
best, just as wool is warmest in winter 
because it holds the air. But .if a cotton 
garment becomes soggy wet, it may not 
be cool. If the openings in the fabric 
are filled with moisture, air cannot get 
to the skin. Some athletes seem to pre- 
fer wool because it does not clog up with 
sweat like cotton does. 
Linen and silk have no advantage over 
other fabrias.’

W. B. Writes: 
1. Has sour milk the same amount of 
calories and vitamines as fresh milk? 
2. Is sour milk more beneficial than 
buttermilk or fresh milk? 


REPLY. 

1. Yes, as to calories. Souring lessens the 
amount of antiscorbutitic vitamin. Otherwise 
there are no known changes in the vitamines. 

2. The acid of sour milk is supposed to 
make it rather more easily digested than sweet 
milk is. But it has no advantage over butter- 
milk in that particular. The acid of butter- 
milk alge acts as a buffer for some of the 
lime of the milk.

1, Kindly. let me know if raw meat 
with garlic and onion and a little olive 
oil is good for the health.
